M. Clemenceau who protested thet 
he came to America on no official 
business but as a private citizen, to 
present the truth as he saw it, deciar- 
ed that reparations was an American 
idea becauee President Wilson had 
come forward with his famous 14 
points and the armistice represented 
essentially the American point of view. 

At the mention of Wilson there was 
enother great burst of appleuse. 

“T don't want to speak of the League 
of Nations. But I might. I might.” 

The “Tiger” said he did not believe 
in the league as a means of preventing 
war but that he believed 11 it as a 
means of arranging matters, deferring 
war, and giving people time to think. 

World's Greatest Orisis 

“You have seen one of the greatest 
dramas in the world,” he eaid. “We 
are now in the greatest crisis. No one 
knowa when it will end and what ef- 
fect European misery may have on 
American prosperity. 

Recognising Ingace Jan Puaderew- 
oki, famous musician and former pre- 
mier of Poland, in a box, the “Tiger” 
called on him to witneas the suffering 
ead martyrdom to which Central 
Europe had been subjected by Ger- 
many and Austria. 

The people of those countries, he 
declared extended their hands to Wi!- 
eon when he arrived, as ‘a man bring- 
ing juetioe, that brings the right for 
man to live—'le jour de gloire est ar- 
rive" 

“America had treed herself in 1776,” 
he eaid “and now ahe rejected the 
whole of Burope—all these people that 
nad been put down under the sceptres 
of Germany, Austria and Russia. 
America had brought the day of 
glory,” he aaid. But added: ‘But peo- 
ple may be great one dey and small 
and mean another. 

“You left after the contract was 
fintehed and you told us to execute it 
as we might,” he said.

FORDNEY TARIFE 
SLATED BY WALL 
STREET JOURNAL 


Now York, Nov. 21-—-(C( P.)—Tho

The Wall atreet Journal questions

$2.30? For some years the industrial 
use of faxseed in the United States 
has been more than twice the pro- 
duct.on.

Fordney and Mce- 
Cumber aso come from the north- 
west.) Even the price of $6 in 1919 
d.d not etimulate acreage. 

“New lands of Western Canada

The head of the house is being 
reminded these days from several 
quarters that Christmas is only 
five weeks away. Whether that 
sounds to him like good news or 
like threats of trouble to come de- 
pends on his point of view. If his 
resources are ample and his liber- 
ality unbounded he may anticipate 
the privilege of dispensing pleas- 
ure in the community as the sun 
scatters light. Otherwise situated, 
his mental reaction is necessarily 
different. 

Christmas is a religious festival, 
a birthday anniversary, and by 
tradition the day of all days for 
making merry at home and 
abroad. But custom and circum- 
stances conjoin to compel the aver- 
age family man to temper his en- 
thusiasm for the occasion by 
thoughts of a decidedly practical 
and material sort. Christmas 
means presents, and presents cost 
money. That is the unsentimental 
and worldly fact. that will not 
down. It intrudes upon the pleas- 
antest dream of the seasonal joys. 
Perhaps one should not think of 
snch things, but he simply has to 
do it. Giving involves paying. If 
the kindly wish is to be expressed 
in the conventional way it has to 
be translated into terms of dollars 
and cents. Aud sometimes when 
the translation has been got along 
with the financial results total up 
to a grand aggregate that makes 
the cashier of the domestic estab- 
lishment feel anything but merry. 
Shocking as it may be to some 
there are those who profess to re- 
gard Christmas as a nuisance and 
an imposition; a time when a 
man’s whole family plunges into a 
wild career of frenzied extrava- 
gance, dissipate the remnants of 
his summer's savings, and head 
him into the new year broke.

CONGRESS URGED 
TO PASS MERCHANT 


MARINE. MEASURE! 


President Harding Offers Measure 
To Relieve Present ‘‘Stag- 


gering Losses.'’ 


Washington, Nov. 21—Enactment 
of the United States administration 
merchant marine bill was urged upon 
congress today by President Harding 
as necessary to relieve the govern- 
ment of present “staggering loases” 
in operation of the war-bullt merch- 
ant fleet, and to establish a program 
of assured shipping to serve the Un- 
ited States in war and give a guar- 
anty of commercia) independence in 
time of peace. 

Personally addreasing a joint ses- 
gion of the house and senate, the ez- 
ecutive declared an actual monetary 
saving to the government wou'd re- 
sult from the proposed law. He chal- 
lenged every inainuation of favored 
interests and the enriching of the 
special few at the expense of the pub? 
lic treasury. The legislation, he a» 
serted, automatically guarded against 
enrichment or perpetual bestowal, — 

Presiaent Harding pointed out thet 
war construction of ships had left 
the United States with 18,800,000 
groas tonnage in ships. The scrap- 
ping of the wooden ships hag reduc- 
ed that to 12,600,000 tons, half of 
which is owned by the government, 
and aprpoximately 2,260,000 tons of 
which are under government opera- 
tion in one form or another. During 
the past year prior to the coming 
into power of the present administra- 
tion $16,000,000 monthly was taken 
from the United States treasury to 
meet deficits under government oper- 
ation. At the present time, he said 
$4,000.000 monthly was being taken 
from the treas.ry for operation of 
leas than one-third of the govern- 
menpt-owned fleet. 

The government, he added, had ez- 
pended $3,000,000,000 for the con- 
struction of its merchant marine 

As to present government operation 
of the shipping board fleet, Mr. 
Harding said there was the unavoid- 
able task of wiping out a fifty mi'lion 
dollar annual loss and loases aggre- 
gating “many hundreds of millions” 
in worn out, sacrificed or scrapped 


shipping.
